he left theJapanese capital only 


KO. recently as Saturday morn- 


ing. 

As we announced in opr yen 
terday's edition, d¢ Pinedo arriv- 
ed at Amoy yestorday: morning 
at’ ubout 11.45, and when, we 
went to press . Hongkong was 
| awaiting his. arrival-here,” Just 
after 3,30 p.m. he was sighted com. 
ing in the harbour from the « dir- 
ection of Lyeniun and, after mak- 
ing a fow circles to get his bear- 
ings, flew straight for the anchor- 

_age at Laichikok where he made 
a perfect landing, exactly at 3.45 
p.m. The Asiitic Petroleum Com- 
pany’sJaunch, Gretchen, was there 
to meet’ him, with o party of of- 
ficials arid pressmon on board, and 
de Pinedo was given a very .warm 
recaption after his. machine had 
been towed: to the buoy by a 
juunch from H.M.8.Hermes. The 
Italian Consul] Genoral, Comm: S.
